The Occa- 
fon > expreſſing himſelf in that ſevere 
Manner, I ſuppoſe, was owing to his being 
unluckily found by me with Mrs. B— in 
very indecent Aﬀtions ſoon after her Hus- 
band's Death; and having been often de- 
tected by me in the fame Manner, it has 
caufed ill Blood between us.
